And Art(l know)1s the Pilot in the ſea of wit: Art is the 
ſword to conquere Ignorance : and Artis the (ole directer 
when the worlde would erre. But yet to vſe ſuperfſu- 
ous Eoquence, in a matter of ſufficient excellency,is a grea« 
ter ſhew of a pregnant wit, then of a perfect wiſedome. 

Now ſithens my abilitie ſerueth to no better purpoſe, 
then to ſet foorth in this kind of writing thoſe experiments 
which 40. yeares training in the warres hath taught me, I 
haue not vndertaken as a ſubtill Logitian, for I neuer lear- 
ned thoſe places from whence arguments are drawne.

If my vnlettered diligence be gratiouſly accepted, I ndl - 
therfeare the ſpightfull eye of Enuie, neither yet the ceu-

-" Tacknowldge mine owne vnworthineſſe, and I confeile 
my little skill and abilitie to pertorme, but it is a gratious

Dome Pzinces and States that have bene ſuſpitious of 
their Captatncs,haue bzideled them by ſtraight Commiſſions, 
other (ome againe , that hauing had reſpec to the dangers of 
times pet fozelging the inconneniences that mig ht enſue by 
ouermuch pairing their Generalls authozitie , de ue in ibey3 
Commiſſions lett this (proviſo) T hat they lhGuld proccede 
according to the variety of time and occaſions, notwith- 
ſtanding any reſtraintin them contained. 

Pill, But whether a Generall that is thus fyed, may not 
| ſometime vſe his owne diſcretion vpon occaſion, as oppoztu- | 
nitie may offer? ; 

Skill, The ſeueritie of Manlius Torquatus might ſuf- | 

. ficeto diſcourage any man to ſtand in this conceit , who ſpas

Oe that had a compleate Army of ſuch Beuldiers, 
might wsozke wonders : but (ame wil ſap, that when occaſion 
is offered to a Generall (oz the benefit of his Pzince, he ought 
not ſo nicely to (tand vpon the pzsſcript of his Commillion, as 
to negien the benefit and ſoztune pꝛeſented vnto him, when 
there is no Pzince ſo pzonident who is able to feel eucry at⸗ 
tident that may happen: he is thereſozs to be reputed neither 
foz wiſe no; vai int, that wil ſland ſo much dpon his Commiſ⸗ 
non as to neglc> any occaſion that may bing aduancement 
to ths honour and p2ofit of his maiſter. 

Skill. It is a daungerous thing lo; him that ſhall ſwarue 
from the Commaunde ment of a Pzince, truſting moze to his

Toe Romanes in the pꝛime of their greatues, were not 
only fri in puniſhing theſe effences,but they were as (cuere 
to puniſh with ſhame and ignomy, their Gcneralls and pzin- 
cipall Commaanders without any ri ſpea of their greatnes) 
that by ame full pzactifes had ſonght to vanquiſh. and by dils

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reguired, de was repaied with a ſhamefvll death, and a flaun⸗ 
derous Epitaphe, which he deſetued. 

Pill. But bad they not in thoſe dayes the pꝛadiſe of vil 
and villainous deceit, as to bereave an enemy of his life by 
popſon,o2 by ſome ſodain ſtab oꝛ troake with a weapon, oz to 
dire a murderer ſeoretlyfo do ſome ſhameful office o; txecutid: 

Theſe hane bene the policies ol late times, and thele pzac- 
tiles haue bene eſpecially zppzoucd, | 

Skill. By theſe meanes Fabritius weuld net win, he not 
only refuſed a congueſt offered vnto him by that traptoz Ti- 
mocliares, but he likewiſe defected and accuſed his treaſon to 
the King his maiſter : neither would Camillus recewe the 
Schole-maiſters offer, though he might thereby have ſubdu⸗ 
ed the Phy liſtiens: no they thought it a matter of great Im.

Accountants were not oncly loked vnto, but they were like- 
wile loked into; ifany of them had bene formd vnwozthy, o: 
had bene taken tardy in a trip, he was ſure to be dilmiſt and

knowe , no2 make btur paiay to their deuiſes and ptt wonle 


ſ . they durſt vndertake to haue retoʒmed Ireland with the 


very induſtry of wit. 

Skill, The policies of men are baine,andthoſe po- 
licies that hath not their oꝛiginall from that diuine and ſoue⸗ 
raigne Policie , derived from the wozd of Ood, is both vaine,

But this is moze Frange then all the ret, that there 
Gould be any hope at all to refozme a ptepie, that from their 
derie infancy haue be e trayned vp vader Dchole-maifters, 
who not only inſtcucted and nouſlid them in the diſciplines of 
the Popes Church and a5 they are w in peartes, cauſed them 
to vow and pzotefl obedience ano ſubtt con to his bol ine ſſt: 
but allo would perſwade and wiopne them by trhoztations, 
from time to time, te hat:, contenme, and delpile their 
Pzince, that they woulo ſap, was but an Heriticke, accnrs 
fed and ercommunicated ſrom the Commanioen of the Cas 
tholike Church; and when they grew of age totake an oath, 
they ſware thein vpon the holy Paſſe Boke,fruly and honeſt- 
ly to obſerne the pꝛemiſes. 

This hath beene the vie of Ireland in times paſt, and J 
am ſure hath bene as conuerſant and genctall thꝛoughout the 
wholc Realme, as there were either @chole-maſters to teach, 
in holler lo be taught.

Pet ſome will ſay there is not a readier meane 
whereby to dꝛawe ſubiecs to a ſctled loue then this bountitull 
and gratious clemency vled by the Pzirice, 

Sleill. De that handleth the Nettle moſt tenderly , it 
ſtingeth moſt bitterly, and although men be made all of one 
mettall, pet they are not all caſt in one mould. 

The nature ofthe Iriſh are to be conſidered , that fo2 the 
greatclt part arc inclined to trueitie, to theft,to robbery,to trea- 
on, to deceipt,and (uch other. 

Now to incounter thele with gentlenes and curteſie, wert 
to let a Þhep, ts incounter with the Molle, che Lambe, with 
the Lyon, the milde with the mercieCle, and therefoze to a peo» 
ple thus diſpoſed, clole crueltie is maze apt to relozme,then a. 
pen clemencie. 

Pill, Buttheycomplaine of tw much crueltie vſed by 
our Nation,eſpecially now in theſe late warres:they ſay they 
are exacted,robbed and ſpoiled, « maimed no le ſſe by the ſoul⸗ 
dier that fhculd defend them, then bythe rankeſ rebell that 
is molt readie to oppzeſle them. - - 

Skill. Seditious cffates, with their owne deniles, falls 
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friends with their owne ſwoꝛds, and rebellious Commons by 
their owne (nat es,dzawes on fheir owne ouerth2owes, 

Do the Friſh complaine of crueltie, and of the exactions 
ofthe Doulvier? do they not knowe that Souldiers in the time 
of warre will ſpople, and th at it is the fruites of warre to waſte 
and ſpople: and J thiake oʒdaines by the Almightie himſcife, 
as a ſcourge vpon thc people, to make them to ſecle and knowe 
thcir finnes. 

But it is god to ſe vice, fo finde fault with vice, to ſo 
ſinne, to repꝛoue ſinne, and to ſee umperfec:on, to beare wit- 
nelle of the {ame unperfection in another. 

Could they now but conſidct, that it is their owne miſde⸗ 
meancrs that dꝛaweth on theſe warrcs, by their cntertatning 
of Jeſintes, Seminarics, Fryers,and Baſling-Pziclts, their 
recctuing of them into their houſes, relicuing and maintaining 
of them againſt the pꝛocedings of the Pꝛince, and fo thinke of 
their owne dillopaltie and diſobedience, in harbouring thoſe 
that are the very fire-bzandes of rebellions , the lirrcrs bp 
of commotions,the very inſtruments of ſedition,to ſeduce and 
ſet ſubiccs in Armes againſt their Soueraigne : if they could 
duly conſider ofthis, ſome of them would rather bluſh,then 
complaine, and might rathcr lake foz a due deſetued puniſhs 
ment lo their ditopaltie and contempt , then hope to be reke- 
ved in hat which cannot be redzeſſed, till they refozme them- 
ſelues to an vntained ſubiection , and a moze dutifull loue and 
obedience to their P2mce. 

Pill. J baue heard that in the beginning of Sir William 
Druries gouernment of that Countrep [which was ſome 2 5. 
reres lithens,02 there abonts)the whole Gariſon ol Realms 
was not abouc 400. te, and 200, hozſe, (beides the wardes

Sk1ll, It would ſerme that our pꝛogenatours many yearcs 
agoe , ſtwd in ſome feare of that which is now come to paſſe, 
and knowing the inclinati6 of the Friſh, how readie they were 
to runne into rebellion, and how deſirous to ſhake off the Eng⸗ 
lich gouernment , to pzenent thoſe meanes that might further 
their rebellious pꝛetences, they cftabliſhed certain decrees,ch- 
ming them by act of Parliament, amongſt manie other that 
were inſtituted foz that purpoſe , it was o2dcined that no man 
ol the Jriſh birth ſhould haue charge oz coſtodie of anic Caſtle 
oꝛ place foztefied belonging to the Pzince ; noz that ame Caps 
taine Chould rette ine aboue the Jriſh men at the moſt in his 
companie of one hundzed and theſe to be admitted but as ſpies 
oz guides to paſſe thzcugh the countrey, 

There were manie other lawes made, pꝛohibi⸗ 
ting the Iriſh from certaine p2zincipall offices, and in like ma- 
ner pꝛohibiting th: Engliſh from marrying foRering e tombi⸗ 
ning with the Jrilh, 

Wbhilft theſe pzohibitions were carcfully oblerued in the 
countrie , they were not able to raiſe anie great rebellion, but 
that might haue bene ſuppꝛeſſed with a ſmall number ot men, 
and with no great charge tothe Pzince, 

But after theſe god conſtitutions were neglected, and that 
tuerie Capfaine was at libertie to reteine as he liſted, and foz 
his owne gaine to conuert his companie that ſhould haue bene 
all Engliſh into thꝛer parts and moze of the Jriſh , and when 
Whole companies of the Jrith were erected, A will not ſay the 
melt of them lent from the rebels themſclues , but ol purpoſe 
to betray, but by this meanes the whole rable ct raſcals wert 
—C——— apf and fit ſoz any rebel⸗ 

lion: and by theſe meanes the number of the re bels dailie in. 
creaſed, that were ſtill armed and weaponed at the Pzinces 


J 
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J wil not ſpeake of the ſeueral reaſons and pzactiſes ſrõ time 
to time by them perſozmed, but this is not to be ſozgotten, 
that the Iriſh themſelucs finding how Clily they had deceiued 
bs in hoping of any aſſiance in the:x ſeruice, would merily dc⸗ 
maund, When it was euer heard on, that one Wolfe would 
pray vpon another, 

Pill, Whllyou giue me leaue Captaine Skill, but to 
deliacr a matter of my knowledge: 

There is an olde Iriſh pzacuſe,that ſince J have known 
Irddand, hatt coft eur late gracions Queene moze money then 
would weil haue ſerued to haue conquered th I: eland: nd 
this at ileth like wile by the oncrmach truſt and confidence that 
is had in the Jriſh: and it is the ſhote Anker that they all truſt 
vnto, ſoꝛ when all hopes do faile them, this they are iure will 
neuer deceiue. 

The matter is, when they have plaid the fraitozs, and 
haue ſtod out in open re bellion, and that they haue beene pur⸗ 
ſued with great cxpence oftreaſure , and haue beene bzought 
(as it were)to the laſt gaſpe, not longer able to endure, then to 
take bꝛeath, andto ſupply themſelues againe with their further 
pzaftiſes they pꝛetend humilitie, and they will make thoyce of 
ſome ſpeciali man ſomctunes perhaps of ſome great Councel- 
10; of that Realme, oz of ſome other great Commaunder of 
that part ofthe countrep, where themſelues are abiding : but 
ſach a one they will till make choyce on, as they will bee ſure 
ſhall be well befriended, as well at the Councell Table of Ire- 
land, as otherwiſe in the Court of England: To him they will 
pꝛetend great ſubmiſlſion. 


They will dere him to be a meane fo; a pardon, they | 


will make great offers and pzotiftations of their future fideli⸗ 
tie, they will (ay they will deſerve , and they will pat in pled- 
ges fo; ſecuritie: perhaps they will gine their Pzocuradoz,a 
ſcoze of Bcenes,o2 a bzace of faire Hoꝛſe. 

This Councelloz, oz Commaunder , 02 whoſoencr loking 
into his owne iands, t ſcring them cuery day waſted (oz at the 
leaſt in danger to be ſpoiled) by this traitoz pnow craveth his 
aſliſtice,is glad to unbzace his 9383 with his _ 
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and howſoever he thinketh the Rebell wil holde p2omiſe 
with the Pointe, he is ſure inthe meane tune his tenants and 
dimſelte ſhal be ſpared trom ſpoile. 

Beere he calleth to minde againe how acceptable a perte 
of ſeruice it is accounted to bʒaing ma Traptoz, how much 
n wil redounde to his reputation, when it ſhal be repozted 
what a notable rebel ha bath bzenght in, bew higble it 
hall aduance his credit, and how his trie: ds in the Courte 
of England (hall reiopce and gie ſie his ſeruice, con men⸗ 
ding it to the cares of his Doutraigne Pzince , whome they 
ham made belæue what a (ſparing it ſheulde bet as well of 
monie as of manie mens lives , that the Trapto: ſhoulve 
thus be recetned to giue the matter the better grace, they 
wil tell what wonderful ſervice by his meanies might 
alter bee perfozmed , and how manye ill viſpoled pers 
fons will bee diſmaicd and terrifped vpon his comming in. 

There is no 8ppoztunitie left , noꝛ no labour be ſpared till a 
pardon be purchaſed, which being once attained, the Craitoz 
is bought in, and where in his action of rebellion, he was able 
to furniſh the field, with foure hundzed, fir hundzed, oz a thous 
ſand traitozs , he is notnow able to ſerue his Pzince with fix 
true men: but he ſeructh his purpoſe, and watching his time, 
goeth out againe,and wil after be the times moze chargeable 
then he was befoze. 

Theſe be no nouelties noꝛ no rare and dainty matters to be 
found , when chere be an infinit number of pzeſidents , that 
might be inferd;how our gratious Nuene by this means haue 
bene abuled, 

Skill. There is ns ntede to conceale theſe things in ſecret, 
becauſe they are alrcadie to openlie knowne , many other 
matters there be concerning the fozmcr affaires in that Cours 
trie, that are rather pzinatly to be conſidered ol, then publiquely 
diſcourſed, the which becauſe they are notfo2 me to loke into, 
I wil therefoze leane them to thoſe that are quicker ſighted. 

Pill. By this J perceine,it is better foz wayfaring men fs

Foz the wildome and policy that hath bene noted 
in the Jrich J muſt n-t (pcake of, g the beſt commendations 
that I can giue is this; they haue bene beholding to their En⸗; 
gliſh friends,it is not the Jriſh, but the Cagliſh with the Jriſh 
hearts that hath vadone Ireland: let the reſt paſſe, and let vs 
render him his due that hath merited moze honour then me 
pen can erp2clle: the noble Carle, the now Lozd-lientenant of 
Ireland, whoſe wiſvome topned wied magaanimitie , hath 
not oncly rspulſed the Spaniard, and frecd that eſtate from 
Spanich p;actiſes , but hath likewiſe ſo qualificd x quietcd the 
deſperate condition of that decaied Common-wealth al- 
molk p alt bope of retouerie, that he hath th:reby aduanced his 
bonour to poſteriiie, infarre greater meaſurc then J am able 
fo ſet downe ; Jcan therefoze but wiſhe all happineſſe to 
himſelle, and god ſaccelle to his honourable pꝛocce⸗ 
Dings. 

And now to ſpeake a little of that U ſliance ſo imputed to 
the Jriſh, when doe they ſhew it, oz where doe they perfozme 
it bat in a Bogge: in a pace, oꝛ in ſome other ground of aduan⸗ 
tage, were they are ſure our hoziemen ſhal neither charge noz 
chace them, and where,ifoar ſotmen doe pꝛeſle them with gov 
condac, they can retire themlelacs by their faſt fotemanſhip 
without any danger. 

This is it that maketh them hardy, but vppon an equall 
ground that yceldeth no other aduantage then the dertue and 
baliance of him that voth commaunde, and where hozlemen 
and ſa'emen may doe their indeuozs and be bzought to ſerne,

Che like her iudged ol Hector himſelle, who many times 
beholding his wife and olher women vppon the wallcs of 
Troy, would mot bolvly and couragiouſly aduenture bim⸗ 
ſelfe, rather fearing ſome bzute thoſe women might bauc rai⸗ 
ſed ſounding to his diſhonorr, then otherwiſe he did reſpc the 
Juſtice of his cauſe oʒ the generall god ol the City ſo diftrefled 
bythe Greekes, 

Vtere is now a matter wozthy the noting, that Ariſto- 
tle being but a Yeathen , would not admitte of this vains 
oſtentation, and as he had not the (tue knowledge of Cod, a

be coulo not lake into the ſoueraigutie of vertue with a right 
reſpca: foz thoſe great Philoſophers, that were accounted the 
wiſe men ol the wozive , U ho orely but (c2 the wunde ofthe 
wo d, could deſpiſe arid contemne the verilics ofthe wozlde, 
thcy that could wæepe when they were bezye laugh when they 
died, and all that thcy migkt appearc to be ccriſtant, butto 
whom, tuen to this vin onſtant wozld, 

Now foz thoſe that are bettet inftruced in the knolvlcdge of 
God,they are to aime their actions at an other mark, ttty muſt 
loke aſter the ſubſt ance & not aftcr the ſhabew, they may wel 
conſider that true chꝛiſtian valiance neuer oppoſeth it telf with- 
out the feare of God, it neuer fighteth o vaine glozy, no2 græ⸗ 
die dclire, but foz equity and iuſtice, i loꝛ the comon 4 generall 
g@2:1t neuer aduentareth raſhly oꝛ vnaduiſedly ag inſt traſõ, 
but with tadgement x deepe fozeſight;fo2 courage without con- 
ſcience, is (ke the Phariſes laſt, and he that wil fight deſperatly 
without Experience, may welbe called an angrie lole, but 
ncucr-a vakant fwle. 

Pill. Jneacrheard a fole repated fo be valtant,qyet A haue 
knowne ſome not greatly ouetburthened with wit, that were 
rah x hardy enough: bat J percciue Þ euerie bold bayard is not 
vilimt, : hob that courage which is fozward to danger with- 
out iudgement, may rather beare the name oflewd hardines, 

then of manlinelle. 

Skill, Plutarche maketh the diſtingion . fo2 he ſaieth, 
that all valiant men are hardie, but all har die men are not vali⸗ 
ant, as thoſe that wil oppoſe themſclues into perill, ſometimes 
without iudgement. 

To conclude, de cannot be ſaid to be Ualiannt, that is not 
trengthened by the gwdneſle of this cauſe, and foztified againe 
by his owne ſkill and knowledge:but he that is thus armed, he 
ſheweth himſcite reſolute, and without feare in the middeſt of 
the greateſt perriles: yea in the verie daunger of death it ſelfe: 
and although he be at any time oppꝛeſſed with an impoſſibility 
of being vice nous, yct to ſhunne and eſchcw deſperation, de 
betaketh himſelf to patience, which ſo mightily detendeth him, 


with great dul ficultie he may be ouerchc,but neuer de 
I 
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Pill, Patience is but a dzie plaiſter , but it is a tried 
medicine, oz it armeth men to the pzofe againſt al the aſſaults 
of Foztuns: and J thinks that courage which at the point of 
death if ſelfe,ſheweth no diſcontentment, noz ſigne, noz ſhewe 
ol griele, map weil be imputed to conſtancy , and why not to 
Naliance? 

Skill. Thoſe whome Foztune hath thzowne downs, 
being ſpopled and berzaued ot ſolace and contentment, il in ex⸗ 
treame deſperation they mae hight actount of death, thett is 
in them pet a ccrtaine aſſurance of daſtardly Cowardiſe, be⸗ 
tauſe they haſten their dying dap , not ſo much fo; ſhe wing 
their Conſtancy, as foz atopding of n:(crie, as may thus be 
erpzellcd, 
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In Fortunes high diſgrace, eack wight may death diſdaine, 
But he molt valiant is, that can in wretched (tate remaine. 


Pill, By this now it doth appeare, that although Wali- - 
ance be a ſpeciall oz1ament fo2 a Captaine , yet it marcheth 
but in the Rereward, pzeferring the other (wo betoze him as 
moze wazthy, meane Experience and Policie: and J ſe it is 
not ynough fo2 the valiant man, ta doe what he can, tut ha 
mult likewiſe take heede,that he attempt nothing, but what be 
ought:and therefoze without Experience, he ſhould runne in 
to many errours , and wanting Policy , hee (ſhould likewiſe 
want meanes to exccute: but J wonder what @ouldicrs haue 
to doe with Mere, which rou ſay is required in a Generall? 
Jremember the Germanes will nerds haue it confirmed that 
there are the notable ſoles in the wozlv, The firſt, an ho- 
neſt Dice-plaper: the ſecond, a mercifall Souldier ; the third, 
I thinke be a Uintner,that will ſell wine without water. But 
fo2 a @ouldier that muſt be tied to Experience, Policie, and 
Ualance , and all but torenenge , what hath be to doc with 
ber ros how can Gert and Reuenge dzaw both in one 


Skill As Juſtice without fempozance is repatcd crucl- 
tie lo Þagnanimitie withaut Mercy, — 
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This goddes is müde, gentle, ę gratious, and there is nothing 
wherciamoztall men may ſo neerelp teſemble the diuine nas 
ture, as in ſhe bing of mercie, and in giuing of liſe ar;d lafe tic: 
to ſhew tomyſeration to the diſtreſſed, who in their ſozrowes 
haue no other recourſe then to ſighes 4 ſobbes which aſcende 
vnto the pꝛeſente of Cod , where they are moſt fanourably 
receiued: and what can men doe fo ſhewe themſelues moze 
like Gods vpon the earth, then in beſtowing of this bleNing, 
to giue pardon and lifce 
Pil. But this is fitter foz Magiſtrates heerc at home, 
and to ſuch as ſhould reteiue the petitions and complaintes of 
the poꝛe, but what is this tg ſouldiers whe they are in the field 
in the pꝛeſence oftheir enemies:

But Policte ſomctimes cxcludeth both ertic and Pitie, 
as the Orecks who after the deſtruction of 1 roy, flue Aſlia- 
nax the ſoune of H<cAoryfcaring if ht had lined he might haue 
ſougbt renenge, AAS 

It mult theretoꝛe be a great vertue, and eſpccially in a Cap- 
taine to be both meccifuli and wile together. 

Skill, Mertie is then aſpeciall omament if died in reaſon, 
and as the pleaſure of Revenge , doth ſudainlie paſſe t vaniſh 
away, ſo the contentment of Percie doth foz eucrmoze mbure. 

Alexander was moze famed foz the clomencie he vied to 
SIT —— 
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Diomides (though a tyzant)noz Marcus Antonius of the fa, 
nour he ſhewed to the great King Herod, 

It is a common thing fo pardon light and ſmall offences, 
but fo remit fanits ofgreat impoztance,belongeth onely to the 
magnificent minde:and as much impoſſible fo2 a noble hart to 
becrnell, as it is lo a cruell hart to be conragious, 

A mercifull and a milde authozitie,bzingeth that fo paſſe, 
which a violent fozce is not able to do: anda gentle intreaty 
is many times of greater cfficacie , then an Jmperious com⸗ 
maund, 

Mertie doch not only make men moze honeſt, but moze aſſu⸗ 
redꝛand there is neither Sentinel noz Corpes de Guard, plan⸗ 
ted in encry quarter, may be ſo ſafe a defence, as the god will 
and loue,that is obtainedby Percy ; fo; Dquad2ous may be 
cozrupted by fozce 02 fraude, but this Caſtie is vnp;egnable, 
and needeth no other foztification: it carries with it ſuch a 
ſwertneſſe and content, and it dzawes alter it mens aft di⸗ 
ons in (ach ſozt, that a kingdome is better pzeſerued by it, den 
by an Armie. 
Pill, Then we may haue theleſſe nerde of @oulbiers

Execution craves hazard, and they that attempt much, 
erpec reſiſt ; reſiſt attaines an oppoſite, an oppoſite oucrs 
thꝛowe. 

To make a Ado: tryumph , is to inferre a Conque- 
red: to be conquered and not dye, is to be diſgraced and pet 
nue: ts conquer an? not dye, is to bup Cternitic with 
little paice, 

Out of theſe concluſions choſe J a Hovldier, as the Stoicks 
do their Wile men, in that ( as they vainly imagine can no 
wapes erte. 

I knewe him to be created to execute honourably, and to 
be pꝛepared foz death: ſince he hucth till matching fozth to 
ſerke it:to hate ſubit dion moze then he fearcth drath, and lo 
tomeaure the honour of dis calling, by the conſequence of that 
bc vnderkaketh.

It followeth then . that as rene but the WUeſſall Tlireins 
were ſuffered to kindle the ſacret fire neither en other ads 
mitted to ſacrifice to Jupiter, but ſuch as were his PzicCs,and 
were honoured ſoz puritte of life: lo nent hould be admitted to 
the honour oz title of a Sonlier , exccpt his Conſcience wert 
anſwerable fo bis cauſe, and bis life as honeſi, as the quarr ell

A acceunt not him fo a Souldier , that like a Naza-

bleſte the place you dwell in from any ſuch diftrcfle as we have

But kr, Cov 
drfend that any man oſ honeſt reputation ſhuld come in plate 
fo be extoted, wh:re beſide the cxactions o: U cuallers, they 
ſha! be inſed .d with vayole{one and vnſcaſsnable pꝛouiſions, 
oppzefſed by the L ro ant Mailter, cheated and porioyned by 
ſo man ſcraping Ockicers, as it would but bebt anger to be 
ſyelten ol.

Uader the colour of treatie of Peace, manie pzaftiſes of hos 
Kilitis hath bens perfozyed: and what greater errour may 
bs committed, then to ſuffer an enemie to buie his owne 
aduantage but with a few flattering wozos, and then to laugh 
ds te ſcoꝛne fo2 gar ſollie. 

This olde Canticle, Da pacem in diebus noſtris,hath ſome- 
time's bent to much imbzaced, and the bare motion and ſound. 
of Peace, is ſo ſwerte and pleaſing to the ſeareful and faint har» 
ted, that to patch and peece it vy, they neglect and ſet aloe all 
octaſlons, giuing an enemie thoſe aduantages , that many 
ties are not to be redeemed, 


Aud what conditions ſo diſhonozabla and bale , but ths 
B3 cant 
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conctous minded man ( foꝛ ſparing of mony) will ſurreuder vn⸗ 
ts, and all to conclude a Peace mee daubiſul and daungtrous 
then the blodieſt Marte. 

J will not ſay but in the time of Parlies, perſwaſlon may bog 
much, but it is beft then to perſwade , when there is fozce to 
tommaund: fez in the time of Parlies and Treaties of peace, 
the Conquerour and he that is ofgreateſt power, doth rather 
giue then receiue conditions, 

J acknowledge, aſſurcd peace, is enermoze fo be imbꝛaced: 
but theſe coloured treatics and bad aſſurances,arc both daun⸗ 
gerous and vnp;efitable, and Pzinces haue incurred by them 
great loſſe, both; of time and cxperience, 

This dall pung out the time of ſeruice with deluding Par⸗ 
lies, hath bene holden by timcrons pcople to be verie poli⸗ 
tique, but il Vliſerie be teputed foz Policie , and ſparing out 
of (ſeaſon be called god huſbandie, I ſay ſtill they are ill ſpa⸗ 
red pence, that doth afterwardes coſt a great many of 

\ poundes. 

\ I muffnot ſpeake ofthe delaics of our times, but ifif 
be true, that the wit is beſt that is deareſt paid foz, we might 
in this age bee wiſe and warie both, and lcarne to loks 
better to the market, leaſt alter this, we buic our cwne 
follie at as dcare a rate, as we haue alreadie purcha- 
led wit. 

Pill. Jknow not how fo value wit, noz what pice it 
bath bozne in times paſt : but if it hath bene ſo dearely bought, 
me thinkes they ſhould haue done well to hauc ſpared (ome 
parte of the charge to haue paied pe Souldiers, that

The Romans (amongſt others) maintained their Ponar- 
thies by theſe meanes,they indenoured nothing moze, then ts 
reward god deſerf:no; ſought any thing lele,then fo defrauds 
their ſouldters ol their pay: in peace they pꝛouided idem pʒini⸗ 
ledges, at home they allowed them colonies to dwell in; and in 
the waine ofthe Empire, ſo careful were Monaches to tequite 
them, that their ec ccians did hang in their choice, and their 
foztunes, on thcir ſwoꝛds: that as one ſtudied to be liberall, ſo 
the other At oue fo be lopall, 

Pill) To matntainc this pay, pour opinion is (as J per- 
ceiue by year fozmer ſpaches )that we haue not ſo mach needs 
of many,as we haus of god 8zvers, to ſa them firſt (et downs, 
and then well cxecuted. 

$111, I ſay ſo Qtill:and J adde thus mach farther, thatilin 
times paſt, the co:ruptions of all ſozts of officers had bene ex- 
amined in time, great ſummes of mon might haut bene ſpa⸗ 
red to pay (aul>iers, that was wozſe imployed, and moze vn⸗ 
p2ofitably ſpent. | 

Pill. J know not in this caſe what J ould judge: 
but fo; thele thirty o; foztie yeares J haue bens alittle ac- 
quainted with the warres of ſeuerall Countries, and J neuer 
knew but in euerꝑ place they (till complained ſoz want of 
pay ;- but to lay the truth, our Englich nation, 0 
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all the reft haus eucr found themſelves moſt agreued,as wel 
againſt the pinching e p2owling of Captaines, as againſtthe 
cheating and ſhifting of officers : but is it not pofſible fo; 
Pzinces and Eſtates to finde a remevie fo; theſe inconueni⸗ 
ences? 

Skill, Not poſſible,ſs long as their is buying'end ſelling of 
companies , va; ſo long as offices are to be bought und ſolve 
fo: mony. 

A dare not take vpon me to aduiſe Pzinces whomthey ould 
truft in theſs cauſes, but with renerencs and buder eozrection, 
J wil (ay a litfle whome they honld not truſt , and of whome 
they ought to beware. 

Thea fir let them take h@e to the Zrreligions, e againe, 
of him that is conetous : but if they doe wilh god ſuccefſe ts 
their owne affatres , let them boware how they truſt him that

by to detect oz impeach any perſon in pzioate,but onely in com- 
miller ation of the pe Souldiers, who by theſe dilo;ders hans 
bene miler ablit wzonged. 

Ans as the pay that hath bens thus ſpent, might han 
bene a great deals better ſpared: ſo there is nothing moze hurt⸗ 
fnl to the pzoceedings of Warre,then tw much mileris and pin- 
ching, where the ſpending ofmony (and but in neceflary ſozt) 
Wall be moze reſpected , then either the loſſe of honour,oz the 
hazard of a kingboine, 

Pill. Anditmight be tearmed to be but a th:@d-bare Mar, 
where beſides an ozdinarie pay, there is not likewiſe an 
cao dinary recompence, whereby to gratiſie deſcrt. 

Skill. Where well doing is not regarded, there dutie is 
many times neglected:and althongh the law dot inſoꝛce ſome, 
and neceſiitie fozwards others to the ſernice of their 
countrie, yet Rewarde and Recompence are moze effectnall 
to induce a nobis courage, then any other meane:fo; men hard- 
te entertains hazard where there is no hope, and great mindes 
fhat wil aſpire to great adnentures , muſt be recompenced 
with great rewardes, 
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But would you haue examples , bow god deſert hath bene 
aduaced?loke into the holy ſcriptures, ſe the noble Caleb pꝛo- 
miſed his reward by Gods owne month. le his great courage 
and conſtancie amongſt the child zen of Iſrael, and Caleb him⸗ 
ſelle beſtowed his faire daughter Achiſah vpon Orhnicll his 
bzothers (onne,foz taking the Citie Cariath, 

Dauid in like maner receiued great riches of Saul, fo; kils 
ling Goliath: but the Romanes amonall the reſt, to ſtirre vp 
mens mindes to marttall pzowes , beſides bountifull and lives 
rall rewardes,they inuented glozious triumphes, whereby he 
that deſerued Fame, might fo2 euer after be eternizcd, 

In thoſe dates honours and the higheſt places were rewards 
fo; valiant men, and god deſert was recompenced with great 
peferment:now there is no reward but foz villante,foz betray- 
ing ol a Towne, fo; peilaning of a Wzince , fo; pꝛadiung of 
treaſon,o2 foz ſome other like conſpiracte, 

No foz him that liues within the compaſſe of an honell life, 
they think his wit wil affozde him no better: + as there is no re- 
ward foz the couragious, ſo there is no puniſhinet fozþ coward. 

In diebus illis, aſter vicozies obtained i (troubles ouer-pall, 
then began the Oouldiers glozie, foz then god deſerts were e⸗ 
ucr recompenced:ſo that the end of the war, was the beginning 
of the louldiers felicitic,but now the end of the warre is the bes 
gining ol his beggerp, and an almes is the beſt recompence (oz 
the beſt deſert. 

When Glorie was the reward of Vertue, men would then 
contend who ſhould molt excde in Vertue, but now ſithence 
that hope hath bene quenched, they ſtriue who ſhould be moſt 
inſolent,foz where Gloric is taken from V ertue, there Ver- 
tue is likewiſe taken from men. 

Pill. Chers is pet a comſo;t left to thoſe that haue honeſilie 
ſerued the Countrie, when thay may ſay that there beſt recoms 
pence is, the teſtimony ofa god conſtience, and the contents 
ment of an honeft nunde. 

$kill, The teſtimonieofa nod conſcience is better then a 
thouſand witncdes , and he that hath a contented nunde, hath 
greater treaſurc then Foztune is able to depzine : ſo what ad⸗ 
uerſitie can check him oy armed with contentaicnt? Pal 
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Pill. Contentment is the marke we all chte at but who 
could euer hit it: Salomon ſought ſeriorflp after it, but he could 
not fiade it: the wiſe men of the wozld , haue hunted after it in 
the wozld and although they haue ſometimes had it in chaſe, 
| bailing themſeincs- with a pꝛeſent ſatiſtaction fo; a time , pet 
eur affections are ſo variable, that mie changeable then the 
Mone, we erca euetie bay a new chopce,ioaihing that to moz⸗ 
row, that we liked of to day. 

Sk1ll, here then ſhall we ſerke foz that ſouc raigne cons 
tentment by vs ſo much deftired? if not in this wozld, why then 
by a tract moꝛe excellent and diuine then Reaſon it ſelfe is abls 
to reach vnto, 

Pill. There are yetmany reaſons whereby fo maintaine 
that {oneraigntie of contentment, which to thoſe that are earths 
ly minded may ſeeme vnpleaſant , but to a ſoule once ſetled in 
contemplation,they are the miniſters of mecre Diuinitie. 

Skill. Who kineth hare in that content, lines happilie, fog 
be ſequeſters his wandering thoughts from the vanitie oi the 
wozid, and ſo tempers all his ſpirits , that he whole rcſignes 
bim'clie to meditation, 

O pzccions freedonic of the minde that thua tunes his fan- 
cics on the Lydian Barpc! he may with The!cus take hold on 
the Clueʒ that leadeth from the l. abyt inch of wozlbly vanities, 
fo; he (o frees himſelſt from the ſreakes of ſoztune , that as the 
ſeaman with his Iacobs taffe , doth count the aſcending and 
deſcending of the Sunne lo he bcholds al the choaking chances 
of the ambitions wozld, ſometimes climing vp, againe decli-- 
ning dow ne. 

It his meanes will not ſerue to mount, ſo he cannot lightly 
fall. ſoꝛ Flatteris cãnot blaſt him with his bꝛeath, noꝛ Alpaitke 
ennie finges him not alle pe: hare the Traito2s atine d hand 
affrightes him not, noz Sin on Augered teares are able to de 
teiue: but Magnitude with a-perfect courage of a conſtant 
minde atfends and waites on him, and thus retirde from all 
his woꝛlolp cares, he reapes the fruite of lweete and quiet reſt, 

Pill. O happie he that leuels out his life by this line, fo; a ſoule 
thus armed with this coate-armour , is able to wade thzough-: 
ache ——— 
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late conftancie of a minde thus ſetled, what can diimay oz 
affrigyt him? 

De atz it ſelle is here deſpiſed, and although the verie name 
be bid2zons in) tercible to fwles, beating in the carcs ot the 
idle and louthfull, ye? here it cannot hurt. 

Bat what obied Death, o2 why ſhould I ſpeake of a buri⸗ 
all, ch ul we doubt or that which is natur all and fo2 the which 
we were bone: O how vnkoztunatt might he be actcoũted that 
is loath to return: to his countrie of reſt. 

Sul. Then to winde vp cur concluſion, and to make an 
end of our con erence at this ume, J will ſpeake a little of life 
and death as they ſhould be cſtamed: fo2 if we could dale con⸗ 
ſider of the god that cometh vnto vs by death it would appear e 
that the whole Tragedie of the euils of this lite is there fini⸗ 
ſhed, and that the ſting ol Death, is but the beginning of life.
